‘TRAGIC 

No charges filed in gruesome van accident involving 
Minneapolis band Off With Their Heads 



L ast week, Vancouver’s CTV 
News reported that Minneap¬ 
olis punk band Off With Their 
Heads had been implicated 
in a “horrific” Oct. 12 crash 
that left a woman with life-threatening 
injuries. 

The woman, 24-year-old Desiree Evan- 
cio, was dragged five blocks underneath 
the group’s vehicle. The Vancouver Police 
Department investigation eventually 
revealed that as the van was stopped, 
Evancio walked between its rear bumper 
and the trailer it was towing. It’s unclear 
why she chose to cross the street in that 
fashion, VPD Sgt. Aaron Roed told music 
website Dying Scene, and unlikely that 
the driver was aware she became trapped. 
Off With Their Heads—who are tour¬ 
ing in support of their new record. Be 
Good—were playing the Smiling Buddha 
Cabaret on the night of the accident. 


“This appears to be a tragic accident... 
a tragedy and it’s life-changing for every¬ 
one involved,” Roed said. “We are not 
proceeding with charges at this time; the 
investigation is ongoing.” 

Initial reports from CTV identified the 
driver as “impaired and American”; the 
station captured video of a cop, breathalyzer 
in hand, interviewing someone resembling 
bassist Robbie Swartwood at the scene. 

“The investigation is ongoing and no 
conclusions have been made,” Roed con¬ 
firmed with City Pages Tuesday. 

Evancio remains in “extremely critical 
condition,” according to a GoFundMe 
campaign that has so far raised more than 
$172,000 for her medical and legal bills. The 
Ontario-born woman has shown signs of 
consciousness as she’s undergone “multiple” 
surgeries at Vancouver General Hospital. 

“She is an adventurous, full of life, always 
up for a good time and a laugh, free-spirited 


young woman, with so much life still ahead 
of her,” the GoFundMe reads. 

Off With Their Heads have canceled all 
scheduled North American dates. 

‘We are all waiting for more information 
to come to light. Until that happens, I don’t 
feel comfortable carrying on playing live 
shows,” frontman Ryan Young posted to 
Facebook last week. “Due to the sensitive 


nature of an accident a band member was 
involved with, I can’t elaborate any more 
than that.” 

Off With Their Heads played Minne¬ 
apolis bar Mortimer’s on Oct. 4, one week 
before the accident. City Pages reached 
out to Epitaph for an update on the band’s 
plans but did not immediately hear back.

Peace Lutheran staved 
off death by taking 
'love thy neighbor’ to a 
radical extreme

PEACE LUTHERAN CHURCH was slouching 
toward extinction. Only 20 members remained. 
It wasn’t hard to understand why. 

You’d have to be lost to find the building, hid¬ 
den next to a giant noise barrier on a backstreet 
in Lauderdale, the micro-suburb where East 
Hennepin and Larpenteur Avenues converge. Yet 
Peace’s problems were greater than geography. 

There was a past affiliation with the conser¬ 
vative Missouri Synod brand of Lutheranism, 
whose rigidity drove people away, rather than 
invited them in. Peace had quietly defied doctrine 


by elevating women to prominent roles and 
welcoming anyone to its door. But this wasn’t 
something you could advertise to bring in new 
members. It all blew up when an out-of-towner 
attended service, witnessed the heresy, and 
ratted them out. 

Then came the gra 5 dng of Christendom. If older 
parishioners knew there were still churches that 
walked it like they talked it, their children and 
grandchildren did not. They’d grown up under 
a bombardment of pedophile priests, prosperity 
gospelers who reimagined Jesus as a venture 
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Shaking it out on the spirits stage, top 
bartenders from local watering holes 
will go head-to-head for the title of ‘Top 
Mixologist'.

capitalist, evangelicals who found so 
many loopholes in “love thy neighbor” 
there were few left to love at all. 

Religion’s good name was soiled for 
generations, pushing small churches to 
the brink. 

By the time Rev. Dave Greenlund 
arrived, just 18 months’ worth of sav¬ 
ings remained to stave off closure. “It 
looked like he was either going to help 
it die or revive it,” says his wife, Karen 
Carlsen. “The first service he basically 
said to them they’re dead. ‘Now what 
are you going to do?”’ 

Parishioners decided if they were to 
die, they would die well. So they took 
loving thy neighbor to a practical extreme. 
Peace leafleted Lauderdale with 700 fli¬ 
ers, offering to roof houses, fix plumbing, 
repair anything in need, free of charge. 

There would be no litmus tests, no 
income requirements, no concern if you 
were Lutheran or atheist. The idea was 
to deliver neighbors from the duress 
of big-ticket bills, the kind that leave 
families punished by debt, or unable to 
pay at all. 

They would get your furnace running, 
make your kitchen handicap accessible, 
ensure your car started in time for work. 
“Your quality of life can be improved if 
the toilet works,” says Carlsen, a grief 
counselor by day. 


Greenlund knew Peace would get few 
takers. Lauderdale is amix ofworkingpeople 
and those who’ve seen better days, with only 
the first hints of gentrifiers seeking cheaper 
housing just 10 minutes from downtown 
Minneapolis. These were not people who 
publicly confessed their troubles. 

There was also the natural suspicion of 
anything religious, the assumption that 


“free” would come with a downpour of 
proselytizing. 

At the time. Peace was a neighborhood 
non-entity with little good will. “It was 
always closed, dark,” Greenlund says 
of his initial impression. “I didn’t even 
think it was open anymore.” 

Only two women responded. One 
needed concrete repaired and the foot¬ 


ings fixed in a rotting garage. Another 
hoped her house could be painted. 

Peace stayed at it, cleaning homes 
for shut-ins, building chair lifts for the 
disabled, rewiring old houses for wid¬ 
ows whose husbands had kept the lights 
on with the duct tape method. There 
would be no preaching, no expectation 
that recipients come to church. They 
would simply help. 

Word spread. If an elderly widow’s 
furnace broke on Christmas Eve, Lau¬ 
derdale came to know that the first move 
was to call Pastor Dave. 

The idea was infectious. Non-members 
joined the cause by the dozens. Dona¬ 
tions from the grateful kept the church 
afloat. In an age of foreboding. Peace 
was proving that tenderness still rose 
in small, unexpected places.

D an Mackerman was bingeing 
on bad luck. To make way for 
condos, he and fellow artists 
were booted from their Uni¬ 
versity Avenue studios. His wife suffered 
a health crisis. The IRS came calling. 

It’s at times like these when Pastor 
Dave tends to appear. A Peace delega¬ 
tion floated the notion of building a new 
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Studio behind Mackerman’s small Lau¬ 
derdale home. 

The project took three years, using 
discounted materials and proceeding as 
money permitted. Labor came courtesy 
of “everyone in the whole congregation,” 
says Mackerman, “plus people in the 
neighborhood.” The result was not just 
one man’s studio, but a 1,400-square-foot 
neighborhood home for art classes and 
shows. 

“It’s overwhelm¬ 
ing,” Mackerman says. 

“At the end of the day, 
all anybody’s hoping 
for is to get help when 
you’re in trouble. 

Everything today is 
so monetized. You’re 
supposed to pay for 
all that stuff. What 
we lacked in money, 
we made up for it in just being part of a 
community. And that’s very powerful.” 

Neighbor Brian Malzer understands 
that power. He’s not religious. “I’ve 
never managed to muster much faith 
of my own.” 

One day a cement truck rolled up to 
his home. He was building an addition, 
and he was the only one there to pour 
the foundation. “I looked up and saw 
a half-dozen people from Peace. They 
wanted to know if I needed help. Does 
that happen in other places?” 

Malzer is among the givers. He’s helped 
tear down a garage, insulate an attic, 
build a retaining wall. “Zero have been 
for members of the church,” he says. 
“The majority of the projects are not 
for their members.” 

This would include Waliany Fatima, a 
Pakistani immigrant who works as a Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota parking lot cashier. 


“It doesn’t matter if the person is poor or 
whatever. You can be well-off and it still 
doesn’t matter,” says Dan Mackerman. 


With a wife and son, he couldn’t afford 
to paint his house. “I’m the only bread 
earner,” he says, “so it’s very expensive 
to get anything done.” 

Peace arrived to do it for him, return¬ 
ing later to repair 
concrete and fix his 
downspouts. “The/re 
the true Americans,” 
says Fatima. “They’re 
what make this coun¬ 
try great.” 

The church’s benef¬ 
icence peaks every 
year with Christmas 
in August, when Peace 
leaflets the town. 
Armies of up to 60 volunteers descend 
on dozens of homes, tackling ever 5 Thing 
from yard work to remodeling bathrooms 
for the disabled. 

“There’s no guidelines,” says Macker¬ 
man. “It doesn’t matter if the person is 
poor or whatever. You can be well-off 
and it still doesn’t matter. It has very 
little to do with religion or Christianity, 
and everything to do with community.” 

HARD-LUCK BOY TURNED 
RENAISSANCE MAN 


D ave Greenlund is intimate with 
the broken life. He grew up in an 
impoverished family in which 
nothing seemed to work. His 
mother suffered from depression. His older 
brother had special needs. The man who 
helped raise him was a professional thief, 
shot to death by police during a robbery.

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By age 10, he was learning the art of 
repair from his grandpa, a “full-blown 
drunk” and handyman in their Chicago 
apartment building. When Grandpa was 
too hammered to work, Greenlund began 
doing it himself, discovering “a natural 
gift.” 

He left home at 14, finding work at a 
building owned by former Peace Corps 
members hopingto prove affordable hous¬ 
ing could still be profitable. Greenlund 
painted apartments by day, squatting 
in them by night, saving money to send 
himself to college. “That’s how I spent 
the last couple years of high school.” 

He would end up with a satchel of 
degrees in ever54hingfrom art to archae¬ 
ology to divinity, including two master’s. 
Ask others to describe him, and the words 
“Renaissance man” inevitably shoot forth. 

“I got interested in religion because the 
biblical stories were about families like 
mine,” he says. “There were single moms 
and dads who were in prison. There’s not 
a functional family in the whole book.” 

Peace was the ideal fit, in full rebellion 
against its conservative past. Congregants 
wanted someone who would perform 
gay weddings, baptize Hindu kids and 
atheists. “They wanted all this stuff,” 
says Greenlund. “They didn’t want to 
get someone who wasn’t radically open, 
who would hold anyone back.” 


They would place their faith in a simple 
prophesy: “If the neighborhood needs 
us, we’ll stay open.” 

Greenlund’s childhood misery had 
remade itself as a gift of sorts, offering 
acute understanding of struggle in its 
most elementary form. “He grew up 
poor and their toilets never worked,” 
says wife Karen. “He lived what it was 
like to have no electricity.” 

Though many programs aid the needy, 
most come with 
an onslaught 
of conditions. 

Peace took just 
one phone call. 

No questions 
asked. 

“It’s kind of 
become this 
thing: ‘Call Pas¬ 
tor Dave, and 
he can do some¬ 
thing,”’ says brother-in-law Rolf Carisen, 
a retired Andover school principal. “He’s 
got cars coming and going all the time 
to keep people in wheels.” 

Greenlund’s forte is reaching those 
unable to reach back: The mentally ill. 
The traumatized. The hoarders and the 
shut-ins. Those whose problems seem 
so vast most don’t know how or where 
to start. 


“There are a lot of people with mental 
health needs,” says Carisen. “Dave has 
an ability to draw out people. They’re 
just really socially awkward, and the only 
reason they come out of their house is 
because of Pastor Dave. He has a gift for 
making people like that feel like they 
can talk to him.” 

Greenlund doesn’t much care who’s 
a member and who is not. He considers 
the 2,500 souls of Lauderdale his par¬ 
ish, administering 
funerals for any¬ 
one who asks. 

Karen C arisen 
cites the woman in 
her 60s who hears 
voices and suffers 
“pretty severe 
mental problems. 
She didn’t talk to 
anyone.” When 
her dad died, 
Greenlund officiated his funeral. 

“Now she goes out and helps on every 
one of these projects. His whole theol¬ 
ogy is based on how Jesus went toward 
those people we were afraid of.” 

Another woman was a functioning 
heroin addict. She saved money to fix 
the bathroom and kitchen of her sagging 
Lauderdale home, paying a contractor 
up front. The man disappeared, leaving 


her home torn up in mid-job. Peace came 
to the rescue. 

“I’m just the waitstaff,” says Green¬ 
lund. “If you show up, you’re welcome. 
I’m not gonna card anyone.” 

Or as Malzer puts it: “He helps people, 
and helps people help other people.” 

DEATH WAITS 
ANOTHER DAY 


P eace’s membership has quadrupled 
since Greenlund arrived, but it 
remains a poor church. The signs 
are evident throughout a 1950s 
structure saddled next to a sound barrier 
guarding against the din from Highway 
280. 

At one point parishioners discovered 
the roof was on the verge of collapse. 
The original builders neglected code. 
Only an uninsulated ceiling, which kept 
snow melted, prevented it from plunging 
down on everything in its path. 

The church couldn’t cover the $100,000 
bill to make it safe. So they figured a way 
to raise tons of steel reinforcements on 
their own. At Peace, default mode says 
every obstacle is surmountable, at least 
till proven otherwise. 

The same goes for the elevator. Peace 
needed a way for the disabled to join 
festivities in the basement. Neighbors

Keith and Grace Dyrud lent a backhoe 
so congregants could build it themselves. 

Then there’s the air conditioning. 
Quality Air Mechanical offered to 
refurbish units discarded by a school. 
It showed up with new ones instead, 
the owner wanting to “pay it forward/’ 
says Greenlund. 

Peace also created a lending library of 
used tools, those unaffordable items like 
a jackhammer and an inferred camera 
that detects heat leaks. A plumbing snake 
allows congregants to clear neighbors’ 
sewer lines, saving them $700 a pop. 

On a weekday morning. Barb Nelson 
spends her retirement on her hands and 
knees, tiling the church floor. She worked 
for Lutheran Social Services as a guardian 
for disabled adults. Five years ago, she 
began traveling from Roseville to Peace. 

There’s a curative value in helping 
others by sweat of brow. The church’s 
notion of pure effort has a way of sand¬ 
ing off one’s imperfections. 

“It’s based on being good neighbors 
in the community, to people of all walks

of life and economics,” Nelson says of 
her attraction to Peace. “The emphasis 
isn’t about being perfect and not sinful, 
but trying to be good. I know if I needed 
anything, there are people I can call. 
Today there are people helping me move 
my mother into a nursing home. We all 
agree that the most important thing is 
to love our neighbors. ” 

While the congregation itself remains 
small, parishioners say hundreds of others 
consider the church theirs. They may 
never come to service. They may think 
God an archaic superstition. Yet they 
nonetheless feel the pull of kindness. 

“It’s easy to lose perspective and feel 
isolated and of little consequence,” says 
Greenlund. While these may not be times 
of hopefulness. Peace offers a chance at 
someday getting there. “People want to 
be a part of that.” 03

Y OU know Whack-a-Mole? 

That carnival game that 
hands players mallets and 
convinces them they can 
master weaselly, unpredict¬ 
able behavior that’s constantly changing 
course? 

That’s an approximate metaphor for 
the business side of Minnesota’s craft beer 
scene over the past few years. 

This is where Ramsey Louder and Joe 
Alton come into play. 

When Alton departed his role of editor- 
in-chief at The Growler magazine in May 
2018, there were, by his estimate, nearly 
160 breweries operating in Minnesota. 
During this time. Louder had brewed for 
one of the most formative (Dangerous 
Man) before working as a cellarman at 
New Holland Brewing. Now, together 
with their third partner, marketing pro¬ 
fessional Sally Schmidt, the team might 
just conquer the North Loop’s supersatu¬ 
rated beer landscape by sidestepping your 
traditional brewery altogether. 

Their brainchild is called ONE Fer¬ 
mentary & Taproom. Despite pedigreed 
backgrounds in the craft beer world, 
they’re not opening a brewery; ONE is 
abrewpub. And it’s that choice, as some 
dude once wrote, that makes all the dif¬ 
ference. 

Louder and Alton’s strengths comple¬ 
ment this venture to a T. While Alton, 
the more verbose of the pair, waxes on 
about the gold zinc bartop and unique 
glassware. Louder is reserved until called 
upon to discuss, counterintuitively, the 
freedoms abrewpub lends compared to 
helming a full-fledged brewery. 

Operating a 10-barrel brewhouse in 
conjunction with an array of special¬ 
ized fermentors—from oak barrels and 
feeders to a unique concrete fermentor 
usually found at wineries—is essential 
to ONE, given their mission to ferment 
wort in-house by collaborating with local 
breweries. 

“That’ll be a first for me to see what we 
can do with [the concrete fermentor],” 
says Louder. “Because it’s just straight 
cast concrete that’s been polished and 
sealed, it won’t be like pouring beer onto 
the ground; it will, over time, give an 
extra minerality to the beer.” 

Alton explains this as, basically, the 
essence of the community they’re hop¬ 
ing to attract at ONE: “The reality is you 
can’t evangelize somebody who’s stuck 
on not drinking beer. But I’ve also seen

SO many opportunities in my time in 
the service industry and through The 
Growler magazine, opportunities where, 
like, lines were opened through little gate¬ 
ways.” He envisions a familiar scenario 
of someone like your aunt, hell-bent on 
her evening glass of white. “We can be 
like, 'Cool, here’s some wine!”’ only to 
later slide over a sample of a cask-brew 
made by Louder, which might include 
Nelson Sauvin hops, known for having 
characteristics of white wine grapes. 

“Guy walks in and he’s had a shitty day 
and just wants a Hamm’s? Here’s your 
Hamm’s. No judgments. Hopefully we 
can get you into one of our beers.” 

Louder, meanwhile, is poised to do some 
inventive shit for folks who are already 
into craft beer. “We had the really awe¬ 
some opportunity to go to the U of M and 
spend an hour and a half in their pre¬ 
modern food library, and they had these 
recipes from the 17th, 18th, 19th centuries 
on people brewing wine, beer, ciders... all 
these beverages with unique ingredients, 
and it totally piqued my interest in doing 
modern spins on these things.” 


Partnering with local breweries—not 
to mention Tattersall, which will have 
four cocktails plus their Fernet on tap- 
removes any pressure Louder once felt 
to keep up with beer trends. “If my time 
was spent having to keep up with the hazy 
IPA production, or whatever else was 
popular, stout production, I wouldn’t have 
time to entertain any of that, y’know?” 

Ultimately, the goal of ONE is to provide 
a space for real people from all walks— 
not the idea of people—and send them 
home happy. As Alton put it: “Everyone I 
know likes going into a taproom. And only 
about 40 percent of the people I know 
like beer, so solving that problem with 
one license seemed like a no-brainer to 
us.” Honoring their individual strengths 
while catering to The Real World seems 
so simple it hurts. 

So I asked them why more people 
aren’t doing this. 

“To a certain degree, Ramsey and my 
resources in this industry have allowed 
us even more access to even cooler shit,” 
Alton conceded. “But as far as we know, 
nobody has really taken abrewpub license 


and applied it to something that’s more 
like a bar. We actually thought we’d run 
into some obstacles because nobody else 
was doing it—that there was something 
right around the curtain that was gonna 
be a big, huge hurdle and it never ended 
up being.” 

It helps that no one in the partnership 
had any interest in distributing, a key pro¬ 
hibition in brewpub licensing. Per state

drew from his deep 
rolodex of connections and experience. 

“Alma Group’s Alex Roberts is consult¬ 
ing on our food program and menu,” says 
Alton. “They re in the process of expanding 
their commissary and catering business, 
which will allow them to produce fresh 
food daily for [us].” Though ONE’S menu 
is still evolving, Alton was quick to praise 
New Orleans’ legendary wine-and-snack 
paradise Bacchanal for their noshes’ ability 
to accompany spirits without weighing 
down its revelers. 

When ONE opens, which the owners 
hope will happen before Thanksgiving, 
visitors will And a taproom aesthetic meant 
to entice both young professionals and 
those workers who’ve built the North 
Loop with their bare hands. To Alton, this 
means hosting “a happy hour for people 
in hi-vis and for people that are work¬ 
ing the blue-collar jobs downtown, and 
then elevate to a certain degree at night... 
like a pair of really shitty-looking selvage 
denim is, right? Like, that is a $300 pair of 
jeans that has been loved a lot, you know 
what I mean?” 

That vision manifests most readily 
in the lounge area. Though Ailed with 
oversized couches, soft edges, and warm 
wood accents, at its center sits a func¬ 
tioning fireplace surrounded by a hearth 
made from bricks the owners themselves 
pulled from Third Street. There are, of 
course, cheaper ways of getting bricks 
in this town, but those bricks mattered 
to Alton and Louder. 

“It was important to be able to tell the 
story,” says Louder. “These are from the 
neighborhood, from a couple blocks away.” 

When lofty dreams of inclusion and 
house brews teetering on art’s edge are 
cast aside, it’s touches like those bricks 
they hope will go the extra mile as ONE 
aims for something more fixed in a 
fickle world.

obert Eggers isn’t for every 
horror fan, but if you’re look¬ 
ing for something cerebral, 
The Lighthouse shines. Like 
2015’s The Witch, the direc¬ 
tor’s latest trades in anxiety and period- 
piece idiosyncrasy, which doesn’t scare 
like a mainstream horror movie but does 
make for an unsettling and memorable 
experience. 

The Lighthouse plays out like a Victo¬ 
rian ghost story. Two strangers, Ephraim 
Winslow (Robert Pattinson) and Thomas 
Wake (Willem Dafoe), take over lighthouse 
duties on an island somewhere off the 
New England coast. Isolated and often 
at odds, the men begin to notice strange 
things happening—but what’s real and 
what’s imagined is anybody’s guess. 

Eggers masterhiUy toys with his audience, 
pairing macabre visions with matter-of- 
fact reveals to make us question absolutely 
everything. Somewhat early on, Winslow 
laments a storm that’s kept them stranded 
a few extra weeks on the island, but Wake 
casually lets drop that it’s only been one 
day. Is Wake fucking with Winslow, or is 
Eggers fucking with us? It’s hard to tell. 


As the duo descends into maybe-madness, 
the muddiness only thickens. 

Technically, The Lighthouse utilizes 
several cinematic tricks to both stand out 
and serve the narrative. The last few years 
have seen plenty of filmmakers play with 
old-school aspect ratios, but it’s rare the 
move feels motivated beyond appealing to 
low-hanging nostalgia. Eggers opts for an 
atypical 1.19:1 frame here (tighter than your 
old 4:3 TV), which he pairs with black-and- 
white 35nim film not only to recall the early 
Holl 5 rwood sound era but also to force a 
bleak and unrelenting claustrophobia. Two 
shots put the characters always at arm’s 
length, which heightens their conflict later, 
and even the wides of Winslow walkingthe 
rocks feel constrictive. The lack of color 
reinforces the landscape’s dreariness, and 
the dark tones further obscure whatever 
the hell is going on. 

The sound is just as noteworthy, its design 
as well as the dialogue unlike an 5 Thing 
you’ll hear in most contemporary movies. 
There’s a genuineness and unease behind 
the most mundane noises—the engine room, 
a ballsy seagull. Wake’s persistent fart¬ 
ing—which couples with the ominous score 
for lasting discomfort. Eggers’ meticulous.

era-appropriate dialogue (a standout in 
The Witch, too) bolsters the authenticity 
pervading the movie. 

Moby Dick-ish sailor talk could sound 
phony from the wrong actor, but Dafoe’s a 
stalwart at the top of his game. He absolutely 
nails the old sea dogroutine, while Pattinson 
continues his downright incredible post- 
Twilight indie run (Good Time, High Life) as 
the salty subordinate. If you haven’t given 
the erstwhile vampire a chance since his 
sparkly days, now’s the time to reevaluate 
the actor and perhaps your life, because the 
man is puttingtogether an impressive career. 

Altogether, The Lighthouse is another 
early masterpiece for Eggers. Since expecta¬ 
tions for The Witch left some disappointed, 
it’s worth driving home that this too isn’t 
really a ‘‘scary movie” in the modern sense. 
You’re not going to find many screams here. 
Instead, The Lighthouse blends elements 
of drama, psychological horror, thriller 
intrigue, and surrealism to build an immer¬ 
sive world that’s much closer to The Shining 
than it is to The Ring. 03

Macbeth in a real mansion offers Halloween thrills

iventhe Minnesota 
Historical Society's 
laudable willing¬ 
ness to facilitate 
theatrical produc¬ 
tions at the James J. Hill House, 
it was probably inevitable that 
Macbeth, Shakespeare’s claustro¬ 
phobic castle play, would one day 
appear there. The current pro¬ 
duction by Wa 5 rward Theatre 
Company plays up the seasonal 
relevance of the ghost pursuing 
the epon 5 mious Scot through a 
haunted mansion. 

While most plays at the Hill 
House more or less hunker down 
in a single spot, the audience is 
highly mobile for this Macbeth, 
which spans multiple levels of the 
house: from an eerie encounter with the 
Weird Sisters in the historic home’s upper 
reaches to abasement denouement, where 
Macbeth (Michael Kelley) gazes down a 
drain and seems to wonder whether it can 
possibly transport all the blood he’s spilled. 

The venue is a nifty gimmick, but in 
director Tim McVean’s creative staging 
it’s much more than that. The actors pause 
to really let us feel the loneliness of a silent 
mansion at night. The late-fall timing isn’t 
just spooky but practical: slanting summer 
light would break the spell. 

We listen to the creaking walls and dis¬ 
tant footfalls, understanding just how tiny 
a giant house on a hill can feel when your 
conscience isn’t clean. When Macbeth is 
seized by maniacal laughter and walks out 
of a room, McVean lets us hear him go—all 
the way down the hall. At a first-floor piano, 
instrumentalist Steven Zubich and vocalist 
Meghan Sherer provide moody jazz befit¬ 
ting the production’s 1940s setting. 

For all its evocative frights, this Macbeth 
is also surprisingly funny. The show’s inti¬ 
mate scale allows the actors to And humor 
in little moments, like when the newly 
crowned king, having scared his dinner 
guests away after spotting the ghost of 
Banquo (Lucas Gerstner), sits, shaken, 
and drinks their glasses of wine.

The tragedy is effective and the climax 
is stirring, thanks in part to spine-chilling 
performances by Tina Frederickson, Ales- 
sandra Bongiardina, and Megan Daoust 
as the witches who foresee Macbeth’s 
triumph as well as his downfall. Still, Kel¬ 
ley’s title performance is strongest in the 
scenes where he’s struggling to put on 
a happy face even as he’s being sucked 
into the quicksand of his own ambition. 

Any Macbeth lives or dies, so to speak, 
by the force of its Lady Macbeth, and Sarah 
Nargang (pictured) proves a delicious foil. 
Her cadaverous cosmetics are unnecessary: 
We know what this cruel queen is about, 
and when she starts to unravel, Nargang 
delivers a mature reckoningrather than the 
cringing caricature this role can devolve 
to in lesser blood-stained hands. 

This site-specific Macbeth is a real 
Halloween treat, a production that will 
change the way you look at one of Shake¬ 
speare’s most familiar dramas. Even the 
intermission provides some shivers, to the 
point where you’ll understand why Mac¬ 
beth’s dinner guests didn’t stick around 
for coffee. 03

WHY DOES ED SHEERAN 
HATE PARTIES? 

Pop music has grown weary and 
antisocial—but so have we

A t parties in Holl 5 rwood, it’s 
usually considered impolite to 
storm out of the room wailing, 
“That’s not who we are! We 
are not beautiful!” 

The line caps Ed Sheeran and Khalid’s 
“Beautiful People,” a summery electrobal¬ 
lad whose gleaming, moaning synthesizer 
whoosh complements a tale of glamour and 
woe. Our two modest, lovable, tongue-tied 
streaming-era superstars are stranded at 
an awful music-industry party, and they 
want to leave. Too awkward for the flashing 
lights, they mumble, “We don’t fit in well, 
cause we are just ourselves.” Sheeran looks 
around at the celebrities and paparazzi, 
aghast. “This is my only fear, that we’d 
become beautiful people,” declares the 
English singer-songwriter, before announc¬ 
ing to the world that he is not beautiful. If 
you listen closely, between the keyboard’s 
bounce and the click of the drum machine, 
you can also hear the world’s smallest violin. 

“Beautiful People” is one of two Bill¬ 
board Top 20 Ed Sheeran songs about 


hating parties. The other is “I Don’t Care,” 
a somewhat bubblier but musically quite 
similar duet with Justin Bieber. Here, the 
awful party is just used for contrast At first, 
the room feels queasy and overwhelming, 
and Sheeran wants to leave: “Don’t think I 
fit in at this party/Everyone’s got so much 
to say/Always feel like I’m nobody/Who 
wants to fit in an 5 rway?” But then his date 
seizes his hands and drags him onto the 
dance floor, and the night is saved. The 
heartwarming glow of the synthesizers 
during the chorus mirrors how external 
anxieties melt away when he’s with his 
baby, yeah; a rapturous cascade of ooh 
ooh oohs descends. 

“I Don’t Care” is a clumsier version of 
Taylor Swift’s “Call It What You Want,” 
another hushed, rosy depiction of how a 
relationship’s comfort can feel vindicating 
after you’ve suffered the degradations of 
the outside world—how loving someone 
can feel like an act of defiance. But Sheeran 
takes more pleasure in the defiance than 
the relationship itself, especially when he 


delivers the line, “I don’t like nobody but 
you/I hate everyone here.” 

This has been a decade of hating par¬ 
ties. Six or seven years ago, the custom 
was to denounce affluence from the 
inside. Drake, the Weeknd, and Lana 
Del Rey attended gatherings where wild, 
debauched acts took place, looked around 
with plaintive indifference, turned to 
face the camera, and cried out in pain. 
Drugs were consumed; glass tables were 
smashed. Buzzwords like “anhedonia” 
and “Bret Easton Ellis” were invoked. As 
if in response to rising income inequality, 
these characters gladly basked in luxury 
while simultaneously condemning them¬ 
selves as symptoms of cultural decline. 
The tone was teary-eyed and tragic, the 
stuff of mock epic. 

Such songs are still with us, but the 
tone has shifted. The voice of censure 
is no longer a regretful participant. He’s 
a character like Ed Sheeran, an average 
guy, down to earth, with a goofy sense of 
humor and his heart in the right place. 
He’s willing to let his friends drag him to 
events as long as he can wag a moralizing 
Anger. All this schmoozing confuses him: 
Watching people put effort into being 
social offends his unaffected blokedom. 
Crucially, he sings with only mild annoy¬ 
ance. When Drake walks through a party 
and sees a crowd of cold, covetous faces 
who want to take selfles with him solely 
for the clout, not because they really love 
him, it wounds his heart. But when Ed 
Sheeran walks through the same party.

he’ll forget his alienation as soon as he 
returns home, curls up on the couch, and 
watches a Netflix original romcom. 

Imagine how the Weeknd would per¬ 
form a song like Lewis Capaldi’s ‘"Holly¬ 
wood.” The conceit is perfect: heartbroken 
young man buries his pain in a lifestyle 
of decadence ("T spent some time in Hol- 
l 5 Twood trying to find/Something to get 
the thought of you and I off my mind”), 
longing for an innocent, irretrievable past 
(“All the streetlights/illuminate what home 
used to feel like”). Yet the Scottish singer- 
songwriter’s dopey baritone and the peppy 
acoustic guitar project not just cheer but 
romantic certainty, as the dinky resolution 
of the melody matches Capaldi’s assur¬ 
ance that his beloved will rejoin him after 
a period of healthy separation. 

Caught between modes is Post Malone, 
whose music—hazy, sluggish even when 
it’s catchy, drenched in processed sugar 
and bong smoke—strains for tormented 
allure but doesn’t muster the requisite 
energy. The Texas rapper’s songs occur 
in the same environments that Drake and 
the Weeknd sing about, but the tragic 
emotion has dissipated: By now, these 
gestures have become so standard that 
they needn’t be performed any one way, 
and so Posty raps, “Holl 3 Twood’s bleeding/ 
But we call it home” with a dorky grin. 

If the new style is plainer and more 
tasteful, it’s also crankier. The luxury 
pornographers were at least conflicted 
about rejecting sociability, but it’s now 
a given. Post has a face tattoo that reads, 
“Always tired,” an apt slogan: Charm¬ 
less everymen are S 3 miptoms of creeping 
exhaustion. If you hate getting out of bed 
in the morning and the 60-hour work 
week, you may And it comforting to know 
that some of the richest and most famous 
entertainers in the world also have trouble 
showering regularly, just like you. It’s not 
a surprise that these boys hate parties: The 
workaholic culture behind this exhaus¬ 
tion discourages leisure time. The way 
Sheeran makes a show of choosing love 
over socializing in “I Don’t Care” makes 
sense too. In an ideal world, capitalism 
would rather you have no life outside work 
at all, but it’ll settle for isolating you in a 
monogamous twosome. 

To me, “I Don’t Care” sounds like the 
plight of an overworked married couple 
with no friends. Maybe one weekend, a 
co-worker coaxes them out to an event, 
and when they arrive, they briefly panic. 
“I hate everyone here,” mumbles one. 
“You don’t know anyone here,” replies 
the other. They chat with some people, 
annoyed to be reminded they won’t have 
time to develop friendships with these 
people in the future.
